You  will  notice  that  the  total  number  of  Deaths  exceeds 
the  total  number  of  Births  by  24.  At  the  same  time  the  Birth- 
Rate  itself  is  10*4  per  1,000  per  annum  taking  the  Registrar 
G-eneral’s  figures  for  mid  1S40,  the  Death-Rate  being  slightly 
higher.  Obviously  this  tendency  would  be  a most  serious  matter 
if" not  checked,  but  probably  the  present  time  is  not  the  time  to 
go  into  much  detail  about  this  question.  . . 

As  regards  the  uncertified  Deaths  and  Inquests,  the 
Deaths  following ‘ Accidents  pr^Suicide  seem  rather  a large 
proportion. 

Concerning  Tuberculosis  it  may  be  that  the  comparatively 
large  f'igiire  of  Tuberculosis  in  this  district  is  due  to  the 
increased  facilities  for  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

The  figures  for  Immunisation  I think  speak  for  themselves. 
It  only  remains  for  us  to  continue  on  this  scale  to  do  our  full 
share  in  the  control  of  this  deadly  scourge  - Diphtheria,

It  will  be  noted  that  106  of  these  cases  are  measles  and  whooping 
cough,  and  the  other  diseases  have  been  few  in  number.  It  is  to  be 

regretted  however  that  three  of  the  four  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever 
proved  to  be  fatal. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  years  by  spraying 
infected  rooms  with  formalin  solution  and  fumigating  with  vapour. 
Infected  bedding  and  clothing  are  treated  with  steam  or  destroyed. 
Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  to  residents  of  Hale.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

With  the.  exception  of  a small  number  of  houses  in  , the  added  area 
of  Ringway,  which  derive  their  water  supply  from  wells.,  the  whole  of 
the  urban  district  is  served  by  the  mains  of  the  Manchester  Corporation, 
and  a constant  supply  of  excellent  quality  is  maintained. 

One  water  sample  was  taken  from  an  open  pipe  which  has  provided 
campers  and  picnickers  with  water  in  the  past  - the  examination  proved 
unsatisfactory  and  means  were  adopted  to  prevent  the  public  having 
access  to  the  pipe  -in  question. 


SANITaRY  ACCOMMODAT ION . 

In  the  district  there  remain  only  44  pail  closets,  but  the  absence 
of  available  sewers  and  mains  water  supply  prevents  tne  installation  of 
water  closets  at  the  houses  which  are  at  present  served  by  these 
conveniences.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  two  smoke  observations  were  made  on  one  factory 
chimney,,  and  in  one  case  a nuisance  was  detected,  and  the  stoker  at 
the  factory  concerned  was  interviewed,  with  subsequent  improvement.

REGISTRATION  OP  ICE  CREAM  PREMISES  - 


No  new  applications  for  registration  of  ice  cream  manufacturing 
premises  were  received  during  the  year.  The  six  registered  premises 
were  satisfactorily  conducted.  The  application  outstanding  at  the 
end  of  1940  was  finally  refused  as  the  premises  were  unsatisfactory.. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE  - 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority 
over  the  whole  district.  All  ashbins  continue  to  be  emptied  once 
weekly,  in  spite  of  depleted  staff  and  the  extra  calls  made  on  the 
staff  in  collecting  salvage. 


SALVAGE  - 

The  collection  of  salvage  is  generally  undertaken  with  the  refuse 
collection,  a special  compartment  has  been  created  in  the  vehicle  for 
the  reception  of  waste  paper,  and  sacks  are  carried  for  the  reception 
of  other  material. 

All  waste  materials  are  being  collected  in  Hale  with  the  exception 
of  kitchen  waste,  and  the  amount  of  material  collected  during  the  year 
is  substantially  the  same  as  last  year,  particularly  when  one  bears  in 
mind  the  accumulations  of  tins  and  tyres  which  were  unsold  at  the  end 
of  the  year^  and  do  not  therefore  figure  in  the  following  table  of
